This 
morning about 0:45 o'clock I awake-i- 
id an;l thought it Rtrange the baby, 
wns not awake also, l started to wake 
him and learned he was dead. I cail- 


d in the neighbors and a doctor came. 


Then I was arrested. I was not drunk 
Wednesday night. I had one or two 
glasses of beer, but that was all, Per- 
haps I rolled onto the baby, but I 
don't think so." 


A charitable family has taken charge 


of Lilly, the Reven year old daughter 
of the woman.
